TAXATION, THE TARIFF AND RET7ENUK.

Unnecessary taxation Is unjust taxation
Wc denounce the Republican party for
having failed to relieve the people from
crushing war taxes which have paralyzed
business, crippled inudustry,and deprived
labor of employment ard ol just rewind.
The Democracy pledges itself to purifv the
administration frm corruption, to restore
economy, to revive respect for law, and to
reduce taxation t the lowest limit con-
sistent with due regard to the preservation
of the taith ot the nation to its creditors
and pensioners. Knowing full well how-
ever, that legislation aflectiiig the occupa-
tions of the people should be corteous aud
conservative in method, notiu advance of
public opinion, hut responsive to its de-
mands, the Democratic party is pledged to
revise the tariff in a spirit ol fairness to all
interests.

But In making reduction in taxes, it is
not proposed to injure any domestic indus-
tries, but rattier to promote their healthy
growth. From the foundation of this Gov-
ernment tuxes collected at the Custom
House have been the chief source of Fed-
eral revenue. Such they must continue to
be. Moreover, many industrieshave come
to rely upon legislation lor the successful
continuance, so that any change of the law
must be at every step regarded full of the
labor and the capital thus involved. The
process of reform must, be subject in the ex-
ecution to this plain dictate of justice. All
taxation shall be limited to the require-
ments of economical government. The
necessary reduction in taxation can and
must be effected without depriving Amer-
ican labor of the ability to compete suc-
cessfully with foreign labor, and without
imposing lower rates of duty than will bo
ample to cover any increased cost of pro-
duction which may exist in consequence
of the higher rates of wages prevailing in
thiscountry. Sufficient revenue to pay all
the expenses of he FedL-ra-l Government,
economically administered, including pen-
sions, the interest and principal of the
public debt, can be got, under our present
system of taxation, from custom liouso
taxes or from imported articles, bearing
heaviest on articles of luxuiy, and bear-
ing lightest on articles of necessity. We,
therefore, denounce the abuses of the ex-
isting tariff; and, subject to the proceed-
ing limitations, we demand that Federal
taxation shall be exclusively for public
purposes, and shall not exceed the needs
orthe Government economically admin-
istered. The system of direct taxation
known as the "international revenues," is
a war tax.and so long as the law continues,
the money derived therefrom should be sa-
credly devoted to the relief of the peoplo
from the remalr ins bunlenu of the war,
aiid be made a fund to defray the expen-
ses of the care and comfort of worthy sol-
diers disabled iu the line of duty in the
wars of the Republic, and for the payment
of such pensions us Congress may from
time to time grant to such soldiers, a like
fund to the sailors having already been
provided ; and any surplus should be paid
into the treasury.
IMPORTATION OF roREIGN LABOR AKD

BERVILE RACES.

In reaffirming the declaration of tho
Democratic Platform of 1856, that "The
liberal piinciplesembodiedby Jefferson in
the Declaration of Independence and sanc-
tioned in the Constitution, which makes
ours the land of liberty and the asylum of
of the oppressed of every nation, have been
cardiuel principles in the Democratic
faith," we nevertheless do not sanction the
Importation of foreign labor or theadmiss-io- n

of servile races, unfitted by habits,
training, religion, or kindred, for absorp-
tion into the great body or our people, or
forthe citizenship which our laws confer.
American civilization demands that
against the immigration or importation of
Mongolians to these slioies our gates be
closed.

PROTECTION OF FOREIGN CITIZENS.

The Democratic party insists that it is
thedutvof this Government to protect
with equal fidelity and vigilance the rights
of its citizens, native and naturalized, at
home and abroad ; and to the end that this
protection nriy be assured United States
papers ot naturalization, issued by the
courts of competent juiisdiction. must be
respected by the Kxecutiveanil Legislative
Departments ol our own Government and
by all foreign powers. It is an imperative
duty ot tins Government to efficiently pro-
tect all the rights of persons aud the prop-
erty of every Ameiican citizen in torcigu
lands, Aini demand and eulorce full repa-
ration tor any invasion thereof. An
American citizen is only responsible to his
own Government lor any act done in iiis
own country or under her flag, aud can
onlv be tried tliereloron her own soil and
UL'cotdiug to her laws; and no powe. exists
in this Government to expatriate an
American citizen to be tried in any toreign
laitd for any such act. This country lias
nover had a well defined and executed for-
eign policy save under Democratic admin-
istration. That policy has ever been, in
i egard to foreign nations, so long as they

the interests of theno no act detrimental to
countiyor huillul to our citizens to let
them alone. That, as the result ot this pol-

icy, we recall the acquisition ol Louisiana,

Florida, California and of the apjacent
Mexican territory, by pur. base alone;
and contrast these grand acquisitions of
Democratic statesmanship with the pur-
chase of Alaska, th; sole fruit of a Repub-
lican administration of nearly a quarter
of a century.

RESTORATION OF AMEltlCAN COMMERCE.

The Federal government should care for
and improve the Missippi river anil other
great water ways of the Republic so as to
securo for the ijterior Plates easv and
cheap transportation to tidewater. Under
a long period of Democratic rule and pol-
icy our merchan marine was fast overta-
king and on the point ofontstrippingthat
or Great Britain. Under twenty years of
Republican rule and policy our commerce
has been le t to british bottoms, and al-

most has the American flag been swept off
the high seas. Instead ot the Republican
party's British policy, we demand for the
ueoiilc ol the United States an American

I policy. Under Democratic rule an policy
our mercnauis aim Minors, jijmp toe wura
and stripes in every port, successfully
scarcheu outamaiKCi ior tins vaneo pro-
ducts of American industry. Under a
quarter of a century of Republican ruleand
policy, despite onr manifest advantage

freedom of trade among these United
States; despite their population ny the
foremost races of men, an annual immigra-
tion of the young, thrifty and adventurous
of all nations; despite our freedom here
from the inherited burdens ot life and in-

dustry in Old World monarchies their
costly war, navies, their vast

armiesfde-spit- e
twenty years or peace that Republi-

can ruleand policy have managed to su-
rrenders Great Britain along with our
commerce, the markets of the world. In-
stead of the Republican party's British pol-
icy, wedemand in behalf of the American
Democracy an American policy. Instead
of the Republican party's discredited
scheme and false pretense of friendship
for American labor, expresssd by impo-
sing taxes, we demand on behalf of the
Democracy freedom from American labor
by reducing taxes to the end that these
United States may compete with unhin-
dered powers for the primacy among na-
tions in all the arts or peaco and fruits of
liberty.

Engineer Melville said: "You havo
no idea how great is the fascination of
Arctic exploration. When once in-

dulged it becomes as difficult to give
op as gambling."

Goats, Camels, and Bees.
"A camel can earn a ton."
Robert E dridge, of Cincinnati, who

has just returned from ltussia, where
he has been rearing goats and camels,
says he has seen good pack camels
carry more than a ton on their backs,
but a ton is considered a fair burden.

"Are there many camels reared in
Russia?"

"The industry is not important in a
commercial point of view. I have been
engaged at it for four years. I have
figured that there are 25,000 camels in
the Kuldscha and Erivan districts, the
Kalmucks have about 20,000, and the
Khirgese not far from 180.000. Camels
are bred for their labor principally, but
also for their hair and milt. A camel
will shear from eighteen to twenty-tw- o

pounds of hair. This is worth in the
open market about $2.50 a pood.

"You also raised goats?"
"Yes, I had about 800 on my ranch

when I left. There are over a million
and a half of goat3 in European Rus-

sia. The industry is the most im-

portant in the mountainous portions
of the Caucasus. Tho Angora and
Cashmere breeds are bred in some of
the governments for their milk, meat
and hair. In 1880 the export of goat
down amounted to $38,000. while tho
coarser qualities of hair about doubled
it. The largest export was in 1876,
when it reached $400,000 for down and
coarse hair combined."

"What do you know of bee culture
in Russia?"

"In Little Russia and Lithuania, the
great linden forests render bee-keepi- ng

very profitable. The fiuest honey I
ever saw is produced in Kovno. The
largest quantities come from the gov-
ernments of Yckaterinosiav and Pol-dov-a.

There are over 450,000 hives ia
those two districts. Kaluga producos
annually about 1,760 poods ot h'eney
and 3,500 poods of wax. A pood con-
tains about thirty-si-x pounds. This
annual production in the Don Cossack
country amounts to $50,000 in round
numbers.

"In Volhynia and Bessarabia the
combined yield of honey reacues a
value of nearly $200,000 a year. The
annual yield of the whole empire is not
far from $4,000,000, or about 18,000
tons. To this must be added nearlv
5,000 ton3 of wax, worth $2,000,000".
This is about ail consumed in Russia,
the exports being very small."
